Wintering Off Siberian Coast 
—Ship Crippled in Ice.

NOME, Alaska, June 18.—Roald 
Amundsen, the explorer, whose ship, 


Siberia, arrived in Nome yesterday 
and will depart for Seattle on the 
first steamer, he anneyunced. 

The ‘Maude lost 2 propeller in the 
ice during the winter and will be 
towed to Nome this summer for re- 
pairs. 

The explorer, noted for hig dis- 
covery of the South Pole, anda for 
his many Arctic and Antarctic voy-

Inas- 
much as the consumption of oil in 
the United States’ increased from 
500,000 barrels to 5,000,000 barrels 
in 10 years, it is certain that this 
country will have to depend upon 
foreign oil and principally Mexican 
onl for fuel purposes in the future. 

“As the American merchant ma- 
rine is fast going into fuel oil, it is 
necessary that this supply be as- 
sured. ‘This means that the Amerl- 
can Government either directly or 
by co-operation with American cap- 
ital at once proceed to develop oil 
fields in Mexico. That the potential 
production of Mexico is almost un- 
limited is beyond question, but the 
proposition snould not be avilayed 
until after the present fis:ds are ex- 
hausted.

Pupils Saved $36,333 
and Invested It in 
Thrift Stamps in Year 


UPILS in the public schools 
P saved and invested $36,333 
in thrift stamps during the 
school year which ended Friday. 
Thrift stamps were first sold 
in the schools December, 
1917, and their sale has continu- 
ed since that time to encourage 
saving. Previous to the inception 
of the thrift stamp campaign it 
was found that small amounts 
were spent by the pupils. A way 
was devised by which these small 
amounts could be diverted into 
thrift stamps and the pupils en- 
couraged to save. ‘The amounts 
which the pupils brought to 
school whenever less than twen- 
ty-five cents were credited to- 
ward the purchase of a stamp. 
After the war thrift and sav- 
ing were made a part of the 
school curriculum. Wise spend- 
ing, avoidance of waste, intelli- 
gent saving and safe investment 
were the objectives. Thrift is 
stressed in the work in language, 
drawing and arithmetic. Many 
practical problems in arithmetic 
dealing with thrift stamp pur- 
chases and investments are giv- 
en the pupils.

THEY SEEMED DARING 


Playwright Says He Used Mo- 
liere’s Technique and Char- 
acters From Dickens. 


YORK, June 18.—George 
Bernard Shaw is up to his old trick 
of protruding his tongue at the pub- 
lic. His latest play, “Back to Methu- 


selah,” which has just been pub- 
lished (Brentano's), has the usual 
lengthy preface, and in it he con- 
fesses the devices to which he owed 
success as a dramatist. 

At an early period, he says, he 
made the discovery that as a play- 
wright ‘the surest way to produce 
an effect of daring innovation and 
originality was to revive the ancient 
_ attraction of long rhetorical 
| speeches; to stick closely to the 
| methods of Moliere; and to lift char- 
acters bodily out of the pages of 
| 


Charles Dickens.” 

By reverting to the comedy of 
| manners in the classic manner, in- 
| stead of the Parisian tricks of “con- 
| struction” then in vogue in the thea- 
ter, he achieved what the public re- 
| garded as extreme audacity. For 
|instance, in ‘Man and Superman,” 
'he took the legend of Don Juan in 
‘its Mozartian form, and made it 
into a dramatic parable of creative 
evolution. 

In this play, he admits, he made a 
serious error. ‘Being at the height 
of my invention and comedic talent, 
I decorated it too brilliantly and lav- 
ishly.”” This, says he, was because 
“the worst convention of the criti- 
_cism of the theater at that time was 
'that intellectual seriousness was out 
of place on the stage; that the thea- 
ter is a place of shallow amusement; 
that people go there to be soothed 
after the enormous intellectual 
strain of a day in the city; in short, 
that a playwright is a person whose 
business it is to make unwholesome

Luetta Parsons Issue 
Suit Following Disposition 
of Case Growing Out of 
Killing of Stepdaughter. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 
FARMINGTON, Mo., June 18.— 
The scene of action in the case of 
Luetta Parsons, called the “child 
bride of the Ozarks,” will be re- 


moved from Farmington to St. Louis, 
when, on June 21, the Court of Ap- 
pears will be asked to make final 
disposition of it. . 

The case of the girl, 13 years old, 
who was permitted to marry a “tie 
hacker” in the backwoods of the 
Iron Mountains, 40 years old, and 
the father of four children, and who, 
six days after her marriage, caused 
the death of her stepdaughter, 6, has 
attracted widespread attention. 

Hundreds of letters have been re- 
ceived by persons connected with the 
legal end of the case at Farmington, 
county seat of St. Francois County, 
in which the events took place; let- 
ters expressing horror that in a com- 
tInunity not 90 miles from St. Louis, 
such a marriage could be culminated; 
letters protesting against holding a 
child of 13 for three months in jal 
pending her trial and later holding 
her in any way accountable on the 
charge of murder, and letters ex- 
pressing a constructive interest in 
the girl's future welfare. 

The protests against holding the 
girl in jail were founded on fact. She 
was confined in a cell of the county 
jail from March 65 to the date of her 
trial, May 25, most of the time alone, 
part of the time in company. with 
other women prisoners. But it is 
said on behalf of the authorities that, 
although there was much agitation 
and many exnpressions of indignation, 
no responsible person offered, or 
even would consent to take the child 
into a private home and care for her. 
She never was tried on a charge of 
murder. The case was remanded for 
trial in the juvenile court, which 
automatically disposed of the first 
degree murder charge, legal authori- 
ty vested in the prosecuting attor- 
ney taking this first step in her be- 
half. 

Marriage Enters Into Case. 

The fact that she was a married 
woman, and there was no precedent 
for trying a married woman in juve- 
nile qourt, was not taken into ac- 
count at all. At the preliminary 
hearing there were witnesses, the 
same who had gone through the for- 
mglity of consenting to her mar- 
riage, who would have given the im-

The factory where he worked was com- 
pelled to reduce its force because there 
was not enough business to keep it going 
with full force.

NEW YORK, June 18.—Deduction 
of the Federal Reserve Bank rate to 
6 per cent—the sécond cut within 
two months—came this week as ex- 
pected. It served to make very clear 
what ever else is the matter with the 
business and financial situation. re- 
striction of credit is no longer a fac- 
tor. The lowering of the rate on 
commercial discounts is, on the one 
hand, proof that the banking author- 
ities are satisfied with the progress 
made during the last six months in 
deflating loans and note issues, and 
on the other hand, it is a notification 
to the business community that the 
credit strain has passed and that 
it is safe to let down the bars which 
were raisé¢d against loan expansion a 
year ago. 

That this assurance has had so 
little effect either upon the trade 
movement or upon the situation in 
Wall Street. simply goes to show 
that the part which the credit ten- 
sion has been playing in the great 
decline of the past eight months. has 
been a good deal overrated. Raising 
of the Federal Reserve discount 
checked the wild speculation 
curities and in commodities a year 
and a half go and th® difficulties 
placed in the way of commercial bor- 
rowers accelerated the business de- 
cline. 

But the credit troubles were not 
the supreme influence in the mar- 
kets of 1920-21 that they were in the 
crisis of 1907. The banking difficul- 
ties were of subordinate importance 
to the commercial difficulties. The 
foremost problem was to restore in- 
flated industrial price level and an 
inflated production to a normal peace 
basis without involving a: crash. 

Not being the prime factor in the 
Situation, the passing of the money 
stringency has not availed to turn 
the tide in business affairs or to 
stop the break in stocks. Money 
during the last few days, has liter- 
ally gone begging in Wall Street.

Two 


How Missouri Will Celebrate 
_ 100th Anniversary of Statehood 
At Sedalia, Aug. 8 to .20 


Pageant Will Show Growth, in 15 Episodes— 
Exhibition of Historical Objects Also in 
Addition to Annual State Fair. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SEDALIA, Mo., June 18.—On Aug. 
/10, 100 years ago, Missouri was ad- 
mitted to the Union. In commem- 
oration of the event, she is celebrat- 
ing with a great Centennial Expo- 
sition this year. The official State- 
wide celebration will be held in Se- 
dalia Aug. 8 to 20, in connection 
with the Missouri State Fair. 

Missouri is really more than a 
hundred years old. Two hundred 
and 39 years ago, on April 9, 1682, 
the French voyage an dexplorer, La 
Salle, took possession of Missouri in 
the country called “Louisiana,” 
which he claimed in the name of the 
King of France. The territory was 
sold to the United States on Dec. 20, 
1803. In 1804, Congress divided the 
, territory in two parts, Upper and 
Lower Louisiana. 

In Jiine, 1812, Missouri was or- 
ganized as a territory with an As- 
| sembly and Governor. William Clark 
was the first territorial Governor, 
In 1818, Missouri 


1813-1820.

promise,’ followed. Finally, after 
three years of struggle, Missouri was 
officially admitted to the Union on 
Aug. 10, 1821. The Capitol was then 
in St. Louis and Alexander McNair 
was the first Governor. The seat of 
government was later moved to St. 
Charles, and in 1826 was removed to 
Jefferson City. 
Pageant to Show Growth. 


“The Pageant of Missouri,”’ which 
represents in 15 episodes the growth 
of Missouri from a frontier com- 
munity to a great sovereign State, 
will be one of the biggest features 
of the Centennial, and will depict all 
the important episodes in Missouri 
history. This magnificent historical 
spectacle, presented every night of 
the first week, will have a gorgeous 
scenic setting, with wonderful light- 
ing effects. More than 5000 charac- 
ters, attired in costumes representa- 
tive of the periods of Missouri his- 
tory, will appear in the pageant. 

Thirty scenic artists arrived in Se- 
dalia last week, and have turned one 
of the immense fair buildings into a 
giant studio where they are at work 
with paint and canvas, building the 
elaborate scenery for the - pageant. 
Missouri's history has been carefully 
studied in connection with the work.

Letters are being re- 
ceived daily at the Centennial offices 
here from former Missourians every- 
where. Special trains are coming 
from many communities—the § dis- 
tance record being held, thus far, by 
a special train from Los Angeles. 
Centennial organizations have been 
formed in States and communities 
where former Missourians are nu- 
merous, and thousands of their mem- 
bers are planning to attend the Cen- 
tennial. 

Governors’ Descendants’ Day. 

There have been 52 Governors of 
Missouri. They have approximately 


, 1000 Mving. descendants. All of these 


descendants have been asked to be 
guests of the Centennial Commis- 
sion on ‘“‘Descefidants’ day,”’ Aug. 9, 
when a special program will be held 
in their honor. 

On Monday, Aug. 8, President 
Harding will press an electric button 
in Washington and throw open the 
gates of the exposition. Four regi- 
ments of Missouri National Guards- 
men will conduct Gov. Arthur M. 
Hyde, Lieutenant-Governor Hiram 
Lloyd and other prominent State of- 
ficials to the fair grounds, where 
they will officially open all exhibits. 

On Wednesday, Aug. 10, President 
Harding is expected to visit the ex- 
position. He is scheduled to make an 


address. It is expected that Gen. 
Pershing, Rear Admiral Robert E. 
Coontz, Gen. E. H. Crowder and 


other prominent Missourians will be 
present also. 

Two hundred and fifty thousand 
Centennial half dollars will be struck 
by the United States Mint at Wash- 
ington in commemoration of the 
event. On one side will be the State 
seal of Missouri, and on the other a 
pioneer’s head, with the words, 
‘Missouri Centennial, .1821-1921.”’ 
The coin was designed by Robert Ait- 
ken of New York City, medalist and 
sculptor. The coins will be issued in 
change for admissions at the gates of 
the exposition.

To the pioneer settlers of Missouri, 
who crossed the Mississippi more 
than 100 years ago and endured all 
the sufferings and hardships of a 
primitive country, inhabited by In- 
dians, goes the credit for early prog- 
ress of the state. Relics, antiques 
and articles of historical significance 
used by the pioneers will make an 
interesting historical collection at 
the exposition. The Centennial Com. 
mission has provided for a historical] 
exhibits department and offers $704 
in prizes for the best collections of 
relics exhibited. The public is in- 
vited to enter articles of historical 
value. 

In addition to the historical fea- 
tures and exhibits there will be all 
the usual attractions of the Missouri 
State Fair, including vast agricul- 
tural, floricultural and livestock ex- 
hibits, educational exhibits, a co1a- 
prehensive farm implement and trac- 
tor show, with plowing demonstra 
‘ions in the fields, livestock shows, 
horse races, automobily races, air- 
plane exhibitions and vwther amuse- 
ments, including a pyro-spectacloe, 
“Arabian Nights,’’ which ends with 
a gorgeous fireworks display.

Gray's participation in politics 
has been confined for the most part | 
to his own section, no statewide ven- 
tures having been made by him as 
yet. This fact has its advantages, 
however, as it leaves him without | 
many of the enmities which always 
are left from factional strife within 
@& party organization. 

These cross-currents of personal 
ambition mave made themselves felt | 
in no small degree, not only during | 
the recent regular session of the 
Legislature, but also in the develop- 
ments since the close of that ses- | 
sion. Whether any of them will be- | 
come a determining factor in the 
campaigns of 1922 or 1924 is one of 
the unsolved mysteries veiled by the

Jusi a few days ago a tube containing S6000 worth 
of radium was discarded in a bandage by a physi 
cian at Jersey City, N. J.. and with other used band- 
ages went through the furnace, but an expert recov- 
eved the radium from the ashes. 

Last month, at Quincy, 11. a hospital patient 
guiped tnvoluntarily while a tube with S6000 worth 
of radium was being aepphed to his throat, swallouw- 
ing the tube. Of course, no search was néevessary in 
this case and the tube was recovered by means of a 
stomach incision.

UPER-DETECTIVES.” 

Surely this name inay be applied to the 
experts of the Radium Chemical Co. of 
Pittsburg, who are prepared at any mo- 
ment to search for lost particles of radi- 
uml, DO matter howt minute the quantity 
nor under what circumstances the precious 
metal has disappeared. 

Were you requested to find a valuable gem which 
had been swept into the rubbish and carried away to 
a dump, you probably would throw up your hafids in 
despair and say, “It is tmpossible.” 

Yet, if the Radium Chemical Co. received from a 
physician a message that he had lost one-five-hundred- 
Diliionth of a pound avordupois of radium, and that 
the costly element had been thrown into the rubbish, 
the officials asked to search for it would not ex- 
claim. “It is impossible.” Instead, carrying only an 


electroscope, an expert would go to the pbhysician’s® 


office and recover the lost radium if it were in the pile 
of rubbish. 


The quantity of radium emploved by a physician is so 
small 48 to be all but invisible to the naked eye and or- 
dinarily is measured by millegrams. A millegram is 
equivalent to one-thirty-thousandth of a Troy ounce. 
Officials say they have an electroscope powerful enough 
to detect one-five-hundred-billionth of a pound. 

It is possible to recover radium which has been lost 
or misplaced to a degree that not only is interesting. 
but ts important to the physician who has invested 
money in this expensive ail to his professional work 
The Radium Chemical Co., which is the selling agency 
for the Standard Chemical Ce., the larg- 
est producers of radium in the world, 
handles the cases in which radium has 
disappeared. 


Two important factors make it possible 
to recover small particles of radium. 
These are the fact that radium gives off 
energy and that radium is indestructible. 
With the right instruments it is possible 
to detect quantities of radio-activity that 
are almost inconceivably small. 

The radio-activity given off by radium 
provides a means for finding it when it is 
lost. Radium is indestructible in that it 
cannot be affected in any way by the hot- 
test heat ef the electrical furnace, or by 


\ 


the coldest cold of the liquid air. When some- 
thing is to be dealt with that cannot be de- 
stroved by any degree of rough treatment or by any 
measure of heat or cold within the power of modern 
science to apply, and when, furthermore, this some- 
thing is emitting energy at all times, the problem 
becomes one of taking udvantage of these facts. 

As radium goes into the hands of physicians, it is 
inclosed in what are known as applicators These 
have one of three or fcur standard forms and sizes. 
That most generaliy used is a tiny metal tube, within 
which the radium is inciosed in a smaller glass 
tube. Radium also goes to the*physician in very small 
needles, the radium being placed in the hollow 
center of these needies. Stili another fourm in which 
the physician has radium is the placque, which is a 
square of metal, about three-quarters of au inch on 
each side with a glass side embedded into the metal in 
such a way that the radium.is between the metai and 
the glazed aide. 

These radium tubes and needles are used under 
conditions in which it is necessary to place the radium 
in some cavity in the body, generally a deep oie. 
Regular surgical dressing is employed with all the 
Various forms of tubes or needles. When the radium 
is removed, it happens frequently that the tins tube 
or needle is thrown away with the dressing. 

Here is a typical occurrence: A patient has radium 
on him for so many hours. At the end of that ;eriod 
the dressing is taken off in the absence of’ the nurse. 
who knows what the dressing contains. Believing that 
he has in his hand only a smal) mass of dressing of 
no use to anyone else, the patient throws it into the 
drain, or in winter, into the fire, or into some re- 
ceptacle for waste material. 

In this way, radium tubes and needies have been 
thrown into fires, into furnaces, into waste receptacles 
or bave been carried away in waste cans and the lose 
not discovered until many hours and sometimes many 
days liater. 

A loss of radium is discovered. What happens? The 
physician wires or telephones a report of the facts to 
‘he Radium Chemical Co. The company at once in- 
structs the physician to cut the connection between 
the house and the street sewer svstems. so as to pre- 
vent the lost tube of radium from slipping into the city 
sewer system and so from passing far distant from 
the scene of the loss. The physician also is ordered to 
save every particle of ashes or waste material into 
which the lost radium might have found its Way. 

From the radium research laboratories the expert 
goes to the scene of the loss. He carries only an 
electroscope, which is an instrument for measuring and 
detecting electrical energy. 

The electroscope, which {s practically 
the only means of finding lost radium, 
is simple in construction and principle. 
It consists of a hollow ree eptacie, filled 
with dry air and sealed tight. At one 
side of the interior there is a tiny rod, 
to the end of which a minute strip of 
gold or silver leaf is attached.

He 
would fight one man or 19 men, all at once. When 
aroused, he was like a wolf at bay.

On Nov. 6, 1895, Gladys was one of the brides 
tendants at a famous international marriage at St 
Thomas’ Church, New York City, when Miss Consuelo 
vanderbilt, daughter of the late William K. Vander- 
bilt and of Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, was wedded to 
Charles Richard John Spencer-Churchill, ninth Duke 
of Mariborough. Nearly $1,000,000 was said to have 
been spent by the bride’s family on this occasion 

Naturally. the young girl was invited to visit at the 
Duke's ancestral seat, Blenheim Palace, at Woodstock. 
Oxon, and she spent several summers there. During 
these visits she grew into her later teens and began the 
firet of the tong series of her reported engagements, 
ranging from commoners to noblemen, Princes anc 
even the heir to a great European empire. 

In 1900 dispatches represented her as betrothed to 
one Claude Lowther, an Englishman. A few weeks 
later she was reported engaged to the Prince of Lich- 
tenstein. In 19913, six months after her fathers death. 
Mias Deacon's name was coupled with that of Lord 
Francis Hope, who was accused of aspiring te her hand 
and delaying only until he could divorce May Yohe 

Rut all of these rumors paled into insignificance be- 
fore one of the most lurid canards ever perpetrated 
In 1902. Miss Deacon was a guest at the fateful Palace 
of Blenheim with Frederick William then Crown 
Prince of Germany, whom his father, the former Kaiser, 
had sent to Great Britain to study English country 
life. The Crown Prince's visit endured only 48 hours 
but this was sufficient to start a sensation which re- 
sounded throughout the world 

in August of that year. Le Matin, a Paris newspaper, 
published, on the authority of a “French diplomat,” a

Whereupon, the account continued. the Kaiser 
stamped his foot and swore that no Hohenzoilern 
Prince should marry, morganatically Ol ovher- 
wise, a girl of common American clay, however beau 
tifully molded Father and son separated in viol 
anger. it was asserted The first article concluded with 
the intriguing question “For what charmer, for whose 
heart. does the Prémce make suen a sacrifice”

ders and neck, and an air of great distinction.’

AS it ever occurred to you to wonder 
what might happen to the world’s aimost 
leading industry if we should wake up 
some fine morning to learn that the mov- 
ing picture business had been taken over 
by women? Would the films become 
feminized” Would the censorship agi- 
latorg. gasp and begin al! over again? 

Taking Miss Catherive Curtis of New York as a 
criterion, we aré assured that the first thing the wom- 
én would do would be to open the windows and doors, 
shoo the boudoir drama out into the snow, and give 
enervated audiences a few refreshing thrills 

Miss Curtis is the pioneer woman producer of bie 
feature films One reason why she likes her own pro 
duction of “The Sky Pilot” is because, though there is 
in it what she,calls “a rattling good love story” that 
ends in a wedding, there is no holding of hands and 
no kissing. These subtle eliminations, she suggests, 
May be regarded as an index to the innovations women 
Would like to make in the movies. 

Before she studied the picture industry Miss Curtis 
used to think that men exercised welil-balanced_ideas 
adout emotional matters and that only weak-minded 
Women were afflicted with a constant preoccupation 
over sigh-provoking love scenes. Her work behind the 
scenes has turned topsy-turvy these traditional ideas 
about men and women. She faced the fact that too 
Many men producers are morbid and that what they 
need more than anything else in the world is enough 
healthy-minded women in the business to make com- 
petition constant and keen. 

“The trouble behind too many of the pictures is that 
the men who produce them are wrong on the!r psy- 
Chology,’ she said. “i maintain that the average 
American is clean-minded, and that he would rather 
see a healthy outdoor play that presents real types 
than some hectic and artificial acting that leaves tne 
Spectators fatigued after an hour of unreal! sex stuff. 
I am sure that objectionable pictures tell far more 
about the atate of mind of the men who produce them 
than they do about the public that patronizes these 
pictures People go to bad pictures, but they would 
rather gu tc good ones. 

“Iam starting in the producing business with a few 
definite ideas that | want to put across, and | think 
they are things the average American woman would 
indorse. It is my opinion that pictures should portray 
a much of the great outdoors as we can get into them 
and that the drama should show a few of the cardinal 
Virtues of men in action—courage, loyalty, endurance, 
skill. 1 like to give my audiences an opportunity to 
Watch a good fight in a good cause. Intense exercise 
of that kind awakens a healthy interest. I think that 
clerks or lawyers or stock brokers or shop girls who 
£0 to the movies will come away more refreshed from

BOTTLE of milk should never be opened until 

the bottle has been thoroughly washed, say 

Gas Logic (New York). The same hands that 

gragp the greasy reins of the milk cart borse 

handle vour morning's delivery of milk. A stray cat, 

hunery after a night of revelry, may be inclined tw 

give an idle milk bottle “the once over” before slink- 
ing to cover in some back alley 

Once the cap of the bottle has been removed, the 
milk should not be allowed to remain uncovered an 
ine’ant longer than is absolutely necessary. Milk spoils 
easily, so that it is essential that it be kept ag free 
as pessible from all souring influences. 

“Clean, cold and covered,’ should be the house 
keeper's motto with regard to her milk supply. There 
should be a special place in the icebox for the bottigs; 
if actual contact with the ice is possible, so much the 
better. Ice itself must never be put into tbe milk for 
the purpose of cooling it, for there is no way estimat- 
ing the amount of filth contained in one smal piece 
of ice. The best method of covering a bottle from 
whieh the cap has been removed is to invert a tumbler 
over the neck of the bottle.
